ile recent tragedies involving sex 

W crimes against children could not 

have been prevented by the state’s 

year-old sex offender registry, the law does 

allow parents to find out about convicted 

and registered sex offenders in their neigh- 
borhood. 

In Andover, residents can discover if a 
registered offender lives or works near their 
home by requesting such information in 
person from the Andover police department. 

But a year after the law took effect, there 
are still different views at the local and state 
level on whether such information can be 
published. And information on the potential 
danger of those offenders is incomplete, 
since a state system to classify them is bare- 
ly under way. Less than 4 percent of offend- 
ers have been classified. 

According to police records, there are 19 
registered sex offenders liv ing or working in 
Andover. None of them have been classified

Homework helper at Memorial Circle 


While there is a beautiful new 
playground at Memorial Circle, 
it’s not all fun and games for the 
students living at the Housing 
Authority project. 

Those who really want to get 
their work done go to the 
Authority building for tutoring 
or peace and quiet, most of the 
time, when a small area with 
long tables is open to students 
three days a week. 

Robert Fraize, president of 
the tenants’ council, and his 
wife, Denise, say they felt a need 
to organize a time and place for 
students to get their work done, 
and then recruited former teach- 
er Ann Rhone as a volunteer 
tutor. 

Rhone, president of the 
Memorial Circle elder tenants’ 
council, is a former college 
English teacher, and says she 
enjoys helping the students with 
their homework. 

Students say they like to 
work there because it’s close to 
home, and sometimes they can 
even get some peace and quiet. 

“It’s not always like this,” 
says Amanda Sherman, 11, a 
sixth-grader at Doherty Middle 
School, during a quiet moment 
while working on her math 
homework. 

She likes to do work here 
because she can get help if she 
needs it, she says, and because 
there is now a computer avail- 
able. 


Fraize says many students 
get computer-related homework, 
but not many families in Memo- 
rial Circle own computers. Upon 
recognizing this, Doherty school 
guidance counselor Michael 
Watman donated his personal 
computer to the tenants’ council 
for the kids to use for homework 
assignments. 

Amanda says not having to go 
to the library to use a computer 
has already saved her a lot of 
time. 

Vanessa Rodrigues, 13, an 
eighth-grader at Doherty and 
aspiring mechanical engineer, 
says she comes to get help with 
her math homework, or if she’s 
finished with her work, she 
helps the younger kids with 
their homework. 

Not everyone who visits has 
enough work to do, but Rhone 
Says most of the adult supervi- 
sors are firm about keeping it 
quiet and making sure everyone 
is occupied. 

“Some of them are very good. 
The boys are atrocious,” says 
Rhone, “but there’s always 
hope.”

"Volunteer case reviewers play an inte- 
gral role in the lives of children who have 
suffered from maltreatment. These volun- 
teers offer a fresh, community perspective 
during some very tough decision-making 
review sessions," said DSS Commissioner 
Linda K. Carlisle. 

Edel recently completed a one-and-a-half- 
day training session and is expected to 
review at least one case per month during 
the year. By law, each child's case is 
reviewed every six months to ensure that 
the necessary and appropriate services are 
being provided.

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Senior center site search proceeds with Phillips building

Senior advocates planned to meet yes- 
terday, Wednesday, to begin addressing 
questions the Friends of the Andover 
Senior Center must answer if Andover is 
to build a new senior center at Phillips 
Academy. 

As reported in the Townsman last 
week, Phillips Academy is giving top 
consideration to a proposal by the 
Friends fund-raising group to turn the 
school’s Williams Hall into the town’s 
new senior center. 

“This is an option. , 
It’s an opportunity to 
explore,” says Doreen 
Correnti, chairwoman 
of the private Friends 
group. 

Correnti says the 
seniors will consider 
the legal ramifications 
of a public/private 
partnership, specific 
fund-raising plans, 
concerns of Phillips’ 
neighbors, and how 
Williams Hall will be 
renovated. She sug- 
gests workers may ren- 
ovate the main portion 
of the dormitory, 
demolish a piece at the 
rear of the building 
and build an addition 
onto the back. 

Before it gives a 
final approval, Phillips 
will make sure the 
seniors’ plan is com- 
patible with both the 
school and the neigh- 
borhood, and that the 
seniors can afford the 
construction work, 
says Sharon Britton, 
Phillips director of 
public information. 

Because students 
will live in the dorm 
until the summer of 
1999, Britton says 
“They have a long time 
to work on this. The 
building isn’t going to 
be vacant for quite a 
while.” 

Correnti says she 
wants people to know

“I want to make it clear that the 
Friends of the Andover Senior Center 
are not in the real estate business,” says 
Correnti. “It was an option that we 
explored in the interest of the town and 
the interest of the Council on Aging, for

whom we are working.” 

The design selection team continues 
to study the three acres of land behind 
Doherty Middle School that residents 
gave them at April Town Meeting, and is 
exploring other options, such as using 
land behind the West fire station. 

“We're anxious to secure a good site 
and a workable site to start the fund rais- 
ing,” says Correnti. “We do want to raise 
the money for this, but if we can help in 
finding a site, then we should. We're all 
headed in the same direction.”

A week of 
bad exposures

Some of Andover’s more picturesque areas 
were home to a different sort of sight a week 
ago, as three incidents of indecent exposure 
were reported. 

The most recent incident occurred Tuesday, 
Sept. 30, around 5:25 p.m., in the Phillips Acade- 
my area. 

A female jogger told police that while she 
Was jogging, a male jogger passed her and kept 
going. Later, she saw him on the ground and 
asked him if he was OK. 

The man said he thought he’d be OK, and 
then rolled over and exposed himself, said 
police. The woman ran away and police and 
Phillips security were unable to locate the man. 

The previous Friday, Sept. 26, another man 
Was accused of exposing himself, this time on 
Bartlett Street. 

A 16 and a 17-year-old Phillips Academy stu- 
dent told police that a man pulled up to them in 
a sports utility vehicle, and exposed himself 
before driving off. The students got the man’s 
license plate number and reported him to PA 
security. Andover police talked to the man and 
said he will be charged with indecent exposure 
and lewd and lascivious behavior. 

Finally, Thursday, Sept. 25, two youths at 
Andover Country Club’s 6th hole witnessed a 
different kind of skins game, when a woman 
came out of the woods wrapped in plastic, but 
otherwise wearing no clothes. 

“She was a disturbed person,” said Sgt. 
James Hashem. “She thought someone was fol- 
lowing her.” 

Police said the woman got off the highway, 
left her car, and stripped off her clothes because 
she though she was somehow being tracked. 
She spent the entire day in the woods until spot- 

ted by the youths, said police. 

An officer brought the woman back to the 
Station. She was evaluated and admitted to a 
mental hospital for short-term observation, said 
police.

The high price 
of ‘freedom’ 


There was clearly a measure of sadness, 
of sympathy, of horror during the past few 
weeks, at the news of a tragic end to young 
lives due to alcohol abuse. 

But there was also a measure of relief. 
At least it didn’t happen here this time. 
Sure, it was close — next door in North 
Andover — but here there was no funeral, 
no bitter tears, no candlelight vigil. 

Well, perhaps not now. But it has hap- 
pened before, and it will again. 

It will happen here for many of the 
Same reasons that it happened there. It 
will happen for some of the same reasons 
that we all keep driving our cars and get- 
ting on planes, even after horrific 
tragedies involving them. Essentially, 
we’ve decided that the benefits and conve- 
niences of such things are worth the risks 
and tragedies that are guaranteed to come 
with them. 

Ah, but those are vastly different from 
alcohol abuse, especially among the 
young, one might argue. 

Perhaps they should be. But in fact, 
they really aren’t. 

While there is a lot of noise about “zero 
tolerance,” and there are stiff penalties for 
drinking and driving, there really isn’t 
much general social pressure against 
drinking in general — even drinking to 
excess. 

Indeed, there is far more public pres- 
Sure and social ostracism against 
smoking. 

Think about prom season. Recall those 
stories about kids whe “take the pledge.” 
The “pledge” doesn’t mean kids promise 
not to drink. It simply means they 
promise to call their parents to come and 
drive them home if they drink too much. 

And think about how that so-called 
“pledge” is portrayed — adults talk about 
how great it is that kids are displaying 
such a sense of responsibility. 

Suggest that it’s not responsible, and 
most adults look at you as if you’re crazy. 

If you had any sense or compassion, 
they say, you’d know the kids are going to 
drink anyway, and this is just a way to 
keep them safe while they’re doing it. 

Safe? The tragedies in North Andover 
and at MIT had nothing to do with driv- 
ing, and everything to do with drinking in 
those allegedly “safe” places. 

And we don’t use the “they’re going to 
do it anyway” excuse when it comes to 
smoking, hate speech or harassing others. 
Why do we use it with drinking? 

But we do, so tragedies will happen 
here, sometime. They will happen because 
kids like to take risks, and we haven’t giv- 
en them enough of a reason to avoid this 


one. They won’t happen frequently, but |

What's so bad about keeping promises?

Pll lay a few cards on the table. I 
didn’t attend the Promise Keepers ral- 
ly in Washington, D.C. this past week- 
end. I’ve never been much of a joiner. I 
don’t find hugs, back slapping and 
hand holding with hundreds of thou- 
sands of other guys to be all that thera- 
peutic to the soul. I can’t recall the last 
time I actually jumped out of my seat 
and screamed. It was probably way 
back when Larry Bird was still hitting 
last-second jump shots. 

But I do support the goals of the 
group. Perhaps you’ve heard or read 
them. They’re overtly religious. The 
seven promises include honoring 
Jesus Christ; developing vital male 
friendships; practicing spiritual, ethi- 
cal, moral and sexual purity; building 
strong marriages; supporting one’s 
local church; reaching beyond racial 
or denominational barriers; and influ- 
encing the world for good. 

You’ve probably also read or heard 
that those promises are just a veneer 
— that the reality is that this is just the 


| latest right-wingnut, religious fanatic, 


male chauvinistic attempt to dominate 
women and force the entire country to 
attend white, conservative, evangeli- 
cal, protestant churches every Sunday 
where the Rev. Jerry Falwell’s image 
will be projected on giant video 
screens at the front. 

If that is indeed the reality, then the 
spectacle of somewhere close to a mil- 
lion men gathered in Washington, fer- 
vently promising to dominate women, 
is indeed a frightening thing. 

But if you listen to the critics, it is 
clear that they are much more inter- 
ested in painting a caricature than in 
confronting reality. And that makes 
last weekend’s spectacle much more 
comforting. 

* One Boston Globe columnist began 
her rant against the rally by saying, 
OK, she guessed there was “nothing 
wrong’ with men promising to be bet- 
ter husbands and fathers. 

Nothing wrong? What a concept. In 
a world where women and children 
are too often abused and neglected by 
their husbands, boyfriends or fathers, 
the best she can say is that there’s 
“nothing wrong” with swearing off 
those behaviors. 

* NOW President Patricia Ireland 
declared that the promise to “take 
responsibility” for their families is 
actually stealth code for men to take 
control of women, put them in the 
“back seat” and “check their wives 
and daughters at the door like coats.” 


Is this based on Ireland’s thorough 
reading of the Bible? Perhaps she read 
that phrase, “Wives, submit to your 
husbands ...” and therefore believes 
she has what the theologians call a 
“proof text.” 

But while it’s true that the Bible 
directs husbands to be leaders of their 
families, and calls for husbands and 
Wives to play different, complemen- 
tary roles in a family, it’s also pretty 
sure bet that Ireland hates to have her 
own words taken out of context. So 
why should she do it in this case, if it 
isn’t to deliberately distort a message. 

Apparently, she hasn’t read the 
parts about the character of male lead- 
ership. About how husbands are sup- 
posed to love their wives “as Christ 
loved the church,” and gave up His life 
for it. Or the part about mutual sub- 
mission of husbands and wives. Or the 
parts where Christ set the “servant 
leader” example that he directed 
believers to follow. 

Give up your life for your family. 
Mutual submission. Servant leader- 
ship. How does one get “checking 
wives and daughters at the door” from 
that? 

- It’s all political, we’ve heard. If it 
isn’t, why did they hold the rally in 
Washington? 

Sure, there’s a political element to 
it, just as there was a political element 
to the Rev. Martin Luther King calling

record straight 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was misrepresented in the Oct. 2 
Townsman article covering the presen- 
tation to the School Committee by the 
proponents of a charter school (“Com- 
mittee eyeballs charter school,” Towns- 
man, Oct. 2). The reporter Stated, "Com- 
mittee member Skip Eccles said that to 
approve of the project, he would have 
to be assured that the programs were 
very different from Andover public 
schools." 

I did not say that at all, but instead 
read the following question: "If 
parental choice is the issue, what are 
the significant differences between the 
proposed charter school and the 
Andover middle schools that would 
make parents want to choose the char- 
ter school? 

Will there be significant differences 
in: 

* educational philosophy? 

* teaching methods? 

* expectations for students? 

- the role of parents?" 

It should also be noted that the 
Andover School Committee has no 
responsibility or authority to approve 
or disapprove the founding of a charter 
school; this decision is in the hands of 
the state, not the town of Andover. 

My question to Mrs. Dalton was one 
of 14 that I had read to her when she 
phoned me in the afternoon, before the 
meeting. In her presentation at the 
meeting, she covered most of those 
questions, but did not address the ques- 
tion above. 

This question is important because 
regardless of whether the proposed 
charter school becomes a reality, the 
School Committee and the community 
should understand why some people 
want to create, or send their children 
to, a charter school. 

It seems to me that a good way to 
reach that understanding is to examine 
how their approach would differ from 
that of the town's existing middle 
schools. 

That's why I also asked Mrs. Dalton 
what is meant by a "classical educa- 
tion," beyond her reference to the writ- 
ings of Hirsch. 

Some of the differences might sug- 
gest to us changes that could improve 
our middle school education. But oth- 
ers might be ruled out as contrary to 
the goals and overall philosophy of the 
Andover school system. 

It is by no means certain that a char- 
ter school will receive authorization 
from the state — only 12 new ones are 
to be approved, and in the past most 
have been granted for communities 
less advantaged than ours (for exam- 
ple, Lawrence ). 

But even if the proposed charter 
school does not get the go-ahead, let's 
keep in mind that its proponents 
include parents who care deeply about 
their children's education. We should 
take their concerns very seriously as

Since neither the present nor former 
owner of lot 18-103, formerly known as 
the Champy property, has demonstrat- 
ed any inclination to pay the long-over- 
due tax liens of a half-million dollars, it 
now remains for an extremely patient, 
generous and tolerant town of Andover 
to initiate and expedite procedures for 
foreclosure, followed immediately by 
Sale at public auction. At least part of 
the property must be sold to recover 
delinquent tax liens, while the remain- 
der may be retained for conservation 
purposes, if the town so desires. 

The sequence of foreclosure and auc- 
tion has a very successful recent prece- 
dent. It was employed by the town trea- 
surer for a tax-delinquent business 
property in Elm Square, and described 
in detail as a “win-win” situation for 
Andover in the Aug. 14, 1997, edition of 
the Townsman. 

As honest taxpayers, we must take 
our heads out of the sand and insist on 
a more level playing field for uniform 
tax collection practices, including fore- 
closure for scofflaws, especially non- 
resident scofflaws.

Raytheon celebrates merger approval 


The news for Raytheon Company 
last week was good — very good — 
after the Justice Department 
approved an estimated $9.5-billion 
merger with Hughes Electronics 
defense operations. The move will 
make Raytheon the third largest 
defense contractor in the country. 

A company press release said the 
merger would “create a combined 
company of more than 120,000 employ- 
ees, with approximately $20 billion in 
sales. 

“... The combination of Raytheon 
and Hughes defense businesses will 
create a company with the resources 
required to compete in defense elec- 
tronics with any company world- 
wide,” the press release said. 

Whether the news will be as good 
for the 4,500 employees who work at 
the company’s Andover missile plant 
was far less clear. 

Company spokesman Robert S. 
MeWade wouldn’t comment on ques- 
tions about possible layoffs due to the 
merger, calling them “speculation.” 

McWade added this week that it 
would be “premature” to comment on 
specifics, since the merger isn’t 
expected to close until December. But 
he acknowledged it will bring both 
opportunities and risks. 

“We want to grow,” he says, “and 
this merger represents that. Right

The Eagle-Tribune quoted 
defense analysts saying that since 
Raytheon had agreed to freeze the 
price of its Advance Medium-Range 
Air-to-Air Missile (AMRAAM), as part 
of its effort to mollify antitrust regula- 
tors deciding on the merger proposal, 
it might shift the manufacturing of 
those missiles to the Hughes plant in 
Tucson, Arizona, where they could be 
manufactured more efficiently. The 
Hughes plant was already taking an 
increasing share of the Pentagon’s 
annual purchase of those missiles. 
The Boston Herald reported that the 
Andover plant could even be shut- 
tered. 

More likely, analysts reportedly 
said, is that a different mix of products 
could be manufactured at the Andover 
facility. Besides the AMRAAM, the 
local plant also works on the Patriot, 
the Hawk and the Sidewinder missile 
systems. 

Besides that, legislation passed in 
1995 that gave manufacturers a tax

break, requires that the company 
maintain a certain level of employ- 
ment to qualify for that break. 
McWade says Raytheon employs 
about 14,500 in the state, and intends 
to “maintain its commitment” to 
employment here. 

McWade says the company has had 
to pursue mergers simply to survive 
in the current market. Since the Cold 
War ended, he notes, the Pentagon 
procurement budget has dropped by 
about 60 percent. So while this merger 
does not put the company in the same 
league as Lockheed and Boeing, “at 
least we can compete,” he says. 

Besides freezing some missile 
prices, the agreement with the Justice 
Department requires Raytheon to 
divest itself of some of Hughes’ Electro 
Optics (EO) business. 

The actual price of the deal will not 
be known until it is completed, since it 
depends in part on stock prices. While 
it was estimated at about $9.5 billion 
at the time it was announced in Jan- 
uary, Raytheon stock prices have 
jumped from about $50 to $60, which 
would push the amount of the deal to 
$10.1 billion. 

McWade says that would be good 
for Raytheon, since it would not have 
as much debt, “but that can change as 
stock prices change,” he says.

¢ Finally, we’re told that this is just the lat- 
est attempt by ultra-conservatives to force us 
all to conform to their version of what is right. 

Hardly. There is no force here, only efforts 
at persuasion. 

But even if there were, how is that different 
from Vice President Al Gore telling us that his 
religious beliefs have taught him that we 
should respect the environment? 

Why should we all have to conform to that, 
especially when it is born of religious beliefs? 

The fact is, every time a law is passed, some 
group’s vision of what is right is being forced 
on everybody else. And the fact also is that 
laws don’t get passed unless legislators vote for 
them. Surely the Patricia Irelands of the world 
aren't insisting that only they, and no person 
of faith, should have a voice in deciding what 
laws are passed. 

Surely some of the men at Saturday’s rally 
are hypocrites.

Volleyball parents don’t like

In an effort to accommodate more 
sports teams at Andover High School, 
Jim Marsh, chairman of the School 
Building Committee, said he’s working 
with the contractor to get the Dunn 
Gymnasium at the top of the contrac- 
tor’s list. 

Marsh told Andover High School 
Parent Advisory Council members 
Monday night that the effort is in 
response to a petition signed by more 
than 400 students asking for completion 
of the gym in time to hold a home game 
for the girls’ volleyball team, whose sea- 
son has already started. 

While the team has been practicing 
in the new field house, they do not hold 
home games there because the rubber 
floor gives players burns, unlike the 


wooden floor in the Dunn gymnasium. 

Marsh said that in order for the 
Dunn gym to be usable for the volleyball 
team, the contractor, Stone Congress, 
has to move some construction equip- 
ment stored there and install smoke 
detectors and motion sensor alarms. 

The delay is due to the lack of quali- 
fied electricians, Marsh said, but added 
that to open the gym legally for games, 
the school could hire a “fire watch,” or 
fireman on duty to serve as a human 
smoke detector for games until the 
smoke detectors are connected. 

Some parents said they thought 
political pressure to finish the gym was 
lacking because people cared less about 
girls volleyball than boys basketball. 

“If this were boys basketball, that 
gym would be used,” said parent Jane

Common vision sought for

While the Board of Selectmen and 
some planners, merchants and resi- 
dents agree that the town should 
develop a common vision for the fate 
of downtown, they disagree on how to 
make it happen. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
delivered some results to the board 
Monday, from a survey about down- 
town taken at the 1995 Town Meeting. 

Among the findings, residents said 
their main concerns were ample 
parking, good traffic flow, keeping 
businesses diverse, and the down- 
town compact, Stapczynski said. 

Asked what kind of businesses res- 
idents would like to see downtown, 
the top two choices were a hardware 
Store (58 percent) and a grocery (26 
percent). 

Stapczynski said he thinks many 
people answering the survey were 
lamenting the loss of stores that once 
inhabited downtown addresses, 
including Cole’s hardware and Barce- 
lo’s Market. 

Selectmen John Hess said he was 
skeptical that a grocery or hardware 
store could be sustained downtown 
when larger franchises like super- 
markets and Home Depots crop up 
nearby. 

“It’s hard to compete in a down- 


town that people just don’t want to 
expand,” he said. 

Selectmen Larry Larsen, a psy- 
chologist with an office downtown, 
Said he has discussed downtown 
issues with various groups for years, 
and thought it was time for the town 
to hire someone in the planning 
department to focus on downtown 
development. 

“T’ve never heard so much talk in 
my life. I think group therapy is 
great, but I want to see something 
done,” he said. 

However, Selectmen Jerry Silver- 
man said he thought some aspects of 
planning shouldn’t be controlled by 
the government. 

“That’s a free enterprise system 
that belongs in the private sector” he 
said. 

Enzo Fossella of Enzo of Andover 
clothing, said he thought the impor- 
tant thing was for residents, mer- 
chants and government groups like 
selectmen and planners to work 
together on a long-range plan for the 
area. 

“Downtown doesn’t belong to the 
merchants. It belongs to the town of 
Andover. It’s not my downtown, it’s 
our downtown,” Fossella said, adding 
that he thought it would be poor plan- 
ning to leave the fate of downtown

purely up to the merchants, because 
their length of stay is undetermined. 

Silverman said he believes the 
town does take ownership of the 
downtown area, but doesn’t think it’s 
the town’s function to hire a planner 
specifically for that area. 

Selectman Bill Downs agreed. “I 
don’t think we should have one per- 
son working for both groups,” he said 
after the meeting. “The downtown 
businessmen are like a special inter- 
est group. They should do what they 
have to do, and we should do what we 
have to do.” 

Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Miller said he has been 
investigating a public-private part- 
nership group in Quincy, “Quincy 
2000” that oversees city planning 
there as a model for Andover. 

“They deal with things that nei- 
ther (public nor private) group can do 
alone,” he said, adding that the group 
exists to “facilitate policy set by 
selectmen, and the people.” 

Miller said he thinks it’s impor- 
tant to get residents, government and 
business people involved in down- 
town planning. 

“Part of the charm of this down- 
town is that it exists in a neighbor- 
hood. It’s not just a slab of stores,” he 
said.

Stapczynski, in lieu of hiring an assistant town 


manager. 


Because of a retirement and promotions 
within that department, Stapczynski says the 
town’s newly-appointed purchasing agent can 
work 10 more hours per week than the previous 
agent for a minimal increase in pay. The new 
secretary and financial analyst will work the 
same hours the former secretary and a clerk 
did. The analyst position will replace the clerk’s 


slot. 


The restructuring of these three positions 
will give the town 10 more hours of work for 
less than $2,000 more than the town paid the 
three positions last year, says Stapczynski.

“T thought (hiring an analyst) was a good 
compromise idea. It’s not my vision of what the 
town manager’s office should be, but it’s a start 
and it’s not really an expensive start,” says 


Selectman Larry Larsen. 


“Do I think this will do it? No, I don’t. But I 
think it’s a start,” he says. “For the moment I 
wouldn’t do anything else. This is what the 
town manager asked for; let’s see how it 


works.” 


But Larsen says to handle important issues

“I think the town manager as presently 
designed has too much to do. By the time you go

those who knew Afarian and those who 
didn’t. 

Gloria Rosario, an Andover High 
junior, says she thinks juniors are more 
likely than seniors to drink and drive 
because they didn’t deal with Afarian’s 
death the way students in this year’s 
senior class have. 

Julie Viola agrees. 

“Tt’s crappy that it takes someone to 
die to understand it. I just don’t need 
that,” says the senior, a member of 
SADD (Students Against Drunk Driv- 
ing) and also of GUTS (Growing Up Tak- 
ing a Stand), a group of students who 
signed a pledge not to drink and do 
drugs. 

While Viola says she’s seen a decline 
in GUTS membership by almost half 
over the last two years, attendance at 


SADD meetings is good, and she 
believes drunk driving is pretty uncom- 
mon. 

Student Scott Ciruso says he thinks 
the majority of students are smart 
enough not to drink and drive, “and if 


they do, they hear about it from other 
people, because they realize they’re driv- 
ing around next to a drunk person,” he 
says. 

According to senior Jordan Fuhr, the 
few who do drink and drive tend to be 
guys who feel the need to act tough. 

“They think ‘It’ll never happen to 
me,” he says. 


Cop clashes 

All the Andover teenagers inter- 
viewed for this story say they’ve gotten 
the message about drinking and driving. 
But they didn’t say they thought under- 
age drinking was necessarily wrong, 
and no one is particularly hopeful that it 
will ever go away. 

“I don’t know if you can call it respon- 
sible drinking, because it’s illegal, but 
it’s the people who think they’re tough 
(who get out of control), says Fuhr. 

But Andover’s Rebecca Parks, 17, 
says she doesn’t think it is “any more 
out of control than any other town.” 

Police arrested Parks on Sept. 20 for 


In response to complaints from 
library patrons that they can’t make 
the best use of their library, the direc- 
tor asked that parking meter limits 
not be enforced after 6 p.m.

She says sometimes they are 
arrested, and sometimes the police seem 
to be aware that the kids are drinking 
and let it continue. 

“Police are sending a horrible mixed 


the library lot, but unfortunately, it’s 
the people who use the library who 
are being punished,” he said. 

All other town parking meter limits 
are enforced from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., said 
Police Chief James Johnson. 

At the chief's request, selectmen 
agreed to try out the new meter hours 
for that parking lot for six months, 
after which they will hear again from 
the library director. 

Selectmen Larry Larsen said he 
thought people shouldn’t have to pay 
at all to park by the library. 

“There’s something naughty about 
that,” he said.

message,” she says. 

Ricci says while he can’t be watching 
over the officers’ shoulders, he main- 
tains that department policy when an 
officer finds someone drinking under- 
age is to at least bring them to the sta- 
tion and call their parents, if not arrest 
them. 

“If they want to give a kid a break, a 
lot of times we don’t know about it at the 
station. We don’t force officers to make 
arrests, but we absolutely want the par- 
ents notified,” he says. 

But parents are sometimes part of the 
problem, says Andover Police Lt. John 
Lynch. A 30-year veteran of the depart- 
ment, Lynch says he’s seen a few houses 
wrecked when parents went away for 
the weekend, and put their kids in a 
“tough spot” by allowing them to have 
even one or two friends over. 

“They're not going to have the nerve 
to throw other kids out when more peo- 
ple start showing up,” he says, and when 
parents return to a wrecked house, they 
ask where the police were. 

Some think the police were some- 
where they shouldn’t have been a couple 
of weeks ago when Parks was arrested. 

Ricci says Ciruso’s recent angry let- 
ter to the editor in the Townsman (Oct. 2 
p. 27) about Parks’ arrest “hit a nerve” 
with a few officers. But Cecilia Blais, 
Andover Police’s DARE officer says 
she’s seen enough underage drinking to 
warrant any action police have taken. 

“We're not driving around looking to 
move people along,” she says, but they 
often respond to calls from neighbors 


that large groups of teenagers are hang- 
ing around at Recreation Park, West 
Elementary School, and the Bancroft 
School. 

Calls also come in the next day from 
school janitors, who have to clean up 
beer bottles and cans so the younger 
kids can play safely in their school 
yards, Blais says. 

Fuhr says he’s seen kids who weren’t 
drinking get kicked out of Rec Park just 
because other kids have left a mess 
there, which isn’t much incentive to 
keep things clean, he says. 

“It’s like you’re damned if you do, 
damned if you don’t,” he says. 

But Parks maintains that in her case, 
the police wouldn’t have been damned if 
they didn’t. 

“That just makes kids think they 
(police) are a joke, and that’s not what 
they need right now,” she says. 

To their credit, Gregg says she thinks 
in general that the police have been get- 
ting better at using their discretion on 
when to arrest and when to break things 
up. Parks, who says she doesn’t drink, 
says she feels comfortable going to par- 
ties because she knows if things get out 
of control, the police will always be 
there. 

But Meaghan Duggan, who died 
because her head injury was left unno- 
ticed for hours at a party, did leave an 
impression on a few students. 

“That scares the crap out of me,” says 
Suzie Clarke, an Andover High senior, 
who says she’s been to parties where the 
same thing could have happened. 


Nothing to do 

Beyond those tragedies, police and 
teenagers agree that the community is 
doing about all it can to combat under- 
age drinking, short of mass arrests 
which, according to Blais are “physical- 
ly impossible.” 

Students say there is plenty of educa- 
tion in schools and in the media, like the 
coverage of Princess Diana’s death, to 
warn them not to drink. 

Still, until they find other things to 
do, not much will change. 

Clarke says she believes that most 
teenagers, given a choice to go out 
drinking or do something else, wouldn’t 
choose to drink, and do it only for lack of 
other activities. 

Many say they’d like someplace to go 
and hang out without being moved from 
parking lot to parking lot. 

Blais is skeptical that a youth center 
would cut underage drinking because 
the kids who drink wouldn’t go to a cen- 
ter with adult supervision anyway. 

Gregg says it would make a differ- 
ence, because the kids who would rather 
not drink wouldn’t end up hanging out 
with kids who do. 

Many of the students interviewed 
said they didn’t think drinking was as 
fun as it’s cracked up to be by a few of 
their friends. 

“Sure, the next day when you hear 
stories of someone saying, ‘Where are 
my pants?’ it’s funny for about a minute, 
but it’s really just not worth it,” Rosario 
says. 


Sex registry still in flux

“Anybody who wants to 
know about a sex offender has 
to come into the station,” says 
John Houlihan, Andover detec- 
tive lieutenant. “You have to 
show a need and (the informa- 
tion) can’t be used for any 
unlawful purposes.” 

Andover police can not 
actively inform the schools yet 
about offenders, says Houlihan, 
but the superintendent can 
request the information and it 
will be given to him. 

There are currently three 
ways an Andover resident can 
request information about sex 
offenders: 

* Ask if a specific individual 
who lives or works in town is an 
offender; 

+ Inquire if any offenders live 
or work on a specific street; or 

- Ask if any sex offenders live 
or work within a one mile 
radius of a specific address, 
such as a home or school. 

Forms that residents must 
fill out to receive information 
on offenders were recently 
placed in the lobby of Andover’s 
North Main Street safety center. 

People who use the informa- 
tion to commit a crime such as 
to threaten or harass the regis- 
tered offender can be punished 
by up to two and a half years in 
jail or a fine of as much as 
$1,000. 

Houlihan says once the state 
classifies Andover’s offenders, 
he will handle each person’s 
information based on the level 
of classification. To receive 
information about those who 
are Classified as posing a low 
risk, an Andover resident 
would still have to go to the 
police station and request the 
information as before. 

However, Andover police 
would notify places where chil- 
dren gather, such as schools, 
day-care centers, and youth 
group meeting places about any- 
one labeled as a “level 2,” or 
someone who poses a moderate 
threat of re-offense. 

With “level 3” individuals, or 
those the state believes pose a 
high threat, Andover police 
would notify the media and post 
the information in public places 
such as at town offices and in 
the library, says Houlihan. 

In recent times, the most 
publicized convicted sex offend- 
er with ties to Andover was 
David O. Cobb, who taught at 
Phillips Academy and lived on 
campus. Cobb was sentenced in 
a New Hampshire court in 
June, 1996, to 42 months to sev- 
en years for attempted felonious 
sexual assault on a 12-year-old 
boy, one year for 268 counts of 
possessing child pornography, 
another 42 months to seven 


years for show- 
ing pornogra- 
phy to a child. 
How some- 
one with Cobb’s 
record might be 
classified is not 
known. Jim 
Gilbert, general 
counsel for the 
state’s Execu- 
tive Office of 
Public Safety, 
says classifica- 
tions are based 
on the “risk of 
re-offense,” not 
purely on the 
type of crime. 


Classification 

If the law 
continues as 
currently 
designed, it 
could be quite a 
while before 
Andover’s 19 
registered 
offenders are 
classified. Only 
500 of the state’s estimated 
13,000 offenders have been clas- 
sified so far. 

Currently, a five-member 
volunteer board that has a one- 
seat vacancy is doing the classi- 
fication for the entire state, says 
Gilbert, who also chairs this vol- 
unteer registry board. 

“The staff of the sex offender 
registry board has gone through 
2.5 million records and identi- 
fied to date 13,000 sex offend- 
ers,” says Gilbert. 

But Gilbert says the state 
doesn’t know how many of 
these people may have moved 
out of state, or how many 
offenders may have moved into 
Massachusetts. Although each 
state has a registry law, and the 
FBI is develoning a national reg- 
istry, currently not all states 
notify each other when an 
offender moves, he says. 

“The current classification 
system is a rather slow process. 
A frustratingly slow process,” 
says Gilbert. “I can tell you 
we’re not happy because the 
process is so slow.” 


Law in flux? 

In October, 1996 Mas- 
sachusetts became the last state 
to pass a sex offender registry 
law, says Gilbert. 

That law allows each town to 
form their own community 
notification plan, meaning that 
sex-offender information may 
be handled slightly differently 
from town to town. 

“IT kind of thought that was 
strange,” admits Det. Lt. Houli- 
han. “But they did give guide- 
lines about who should be noti- 
fi ” 
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Infamous in Andover — the town’s 
most well-known sex offender is former 
Phillips Academy teacher David Cobb. 


While the way information is 
handled can differ from town to 
town, both state and town offi- 
cials are also waiting for the law 
to change state-wide. 

Gilbert says that in June the 
governor’s office filed legisla- 
tion that will eliminate the reg- 
istry classification levels and 
allow all information to be dis- 
tributed. 

“Tf the Legislature were to act 
on the governor’s bill we would 
get this information out tomor- 
row,” says Gilbert. “Currently, 
the process doesn’t allow for as 
broad a dissemination.” 

Meanwhile, the American 
Civil Liberties Union is battling 
the law from the opposite side, 
saying it impinges on offenders’ 
rights because the registered 
offenders have already served 
their debt to society. 

“The ACLU is fighting it 
right now. We may have a 
whole revision of this law,” says 
Houlihan. “I think as we go 
along things are going to 
change. They’re challenging it 
in court because these people 
(the registered offenders) have 
served their time.” 

Perhaps because the registry 
is still taking shape, and the law 


appears as if it could change, - 


not everyone seems to agree on 
what information is public. 

While Houlihan believes the 
Townsman could not print 
information about Andover’s 
sex offenders, Gilbert says the 
paper could, noting that Boston 
uses its cable access station to 
make sex-offender information 
available. But then, he still 
advises the paper to talk to a 
lawyer before doing so.

What do American schools 
have to do to ensure that each 
student gets the most from his 
or her public education? 
According to Ted Sizer, it’s 
nothing short of rebuilding the 
system. 

Sizer, something of a local 
hero, is known nationwide for 
his educational studies, partic- 
ularly in high schools. He is 
chairman of the Coalition for 
Essential Schools at Brown 
University, a former dean of 
the Harvard School of Educa- 
tion, former headmaster of 
Andover’s Phillips Academy, 
and author of a trilogy of 
books on American high 
school reform. 

His homecoming was well 
attended Tuesday as more 
than 200 people came to hear 
him speak in Old Town Hall as 
a kick-off to the 
Andover/North Andover 
League of Women Voters 
study on education. 

Sizer spoke of an ideal 
school system where schools 
are not divided by town 
boundaries but by educational 
philosophies, schools where 
students demonstrate what 
they know instead of taking 
tests, schools that are run 
more by their faculties than 
bureaucracies. 

The questions Sizer raised 
were of particular interest to 
Andover residents, who could 
be facing an opportunity to 
open a local charter school — 
a public school that is private- 
ly run — to provide an alterna- 
tive educational philosophy to 
the region’s public schools. 


Come together 

After studying and working 
in schools across the country, 
Sizer says he believes the cur- 
rent system of sending chil- 
dren to their district school 
will perpetually segregate peo- 
ple with ideas who could oth- 
erwise work together toward a 
better education. 

“What separates us is that 
we're afraid of each other, par- 
ticularly each other’s 
teenagers. Public school is the 
last common institution that is 
supposed to bring us togeth- 
er,” Sizer said. 

In order to truly provide 
students with equal opportuni- 
ties, schools should be orga- 
nized by educational philoso- 
phies in a region, not by town. 
In the current system, only 
wealthy students truly have 
choice, since their parents can 
afford to move to a town with

better schools or send their 
children to private school, he 
said. 

Sizer described a successful 
community school as a “pow- 
erful and safe” school; “power- 
ful” meaning that its incoming 
students see students like 
themselves graduating with 
“meaningful” options, and 
“safe” meaning it has an intel- 
lectual atmosphere “where a 
student can display ignorance 
without fear,” and confide in 
his or her teachers. 


Rethinking standards 

School choice is necessary, 
Sizer says, because public edu- 
cation is part of the whole 
economy that suffers when the 
country operates as “tvyio 
Americas,” rich and poor. 

In addition to changing the 
system that determines where 
they go, Sizer says the way stu- 
dents learn has to change too, 
which won’t happen unless 
the administrators, faculties, 
and communities all get 
together and make a commit- 
ment to an educational philos- 
ophy, not to a particular geo- 
graphical area. 

In order to make that kind 
of system work, national test- 
ing standards must go out the 
window with standard dis- 
tricting practices, he says. 

The idea that test scores 
prove that a child has reached 
a level of academic perfor- 
mance “flies in the face of com- 
mon sense,” Sizer said, and the 
idea that there is one national 
standard, or that one way of 
doing things is the best way is 
a dangerous notion. 

“Where are the artists, the 
musicians, the politicians, the 
people who ask the exacerbat- 
ing questions? In a democracy, 
or in any serious intellectual 
society, there has to be this 
roiling mass of the human con- 
dition,” Sizer said. 

He wants to see schools 
change the way they evaluate 
a student’s status to demon- 
strated academic performance 
rather than age level. 

It tells the students “We 
love you so much, we’re going 
to be honest with you about 
what your mind can do. We 
love you so much we’re not 
going to pretend you’re some- 
body else,” Sizer said. If com- 
munities treated all their stu- 
dents the way each parent 
would want their child treat- 
ed, “we’d look for all evidence 
of weakness and strength. 
We'd get rid of this facade of 
standards,” he said.

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Here’s looking at you — Jimmy Nussbaum can’t say thanks, but he 
looks like he’s happy that Officer Brian Pattullo helped him start 
breathing again, after he choked on baby food Saturday night. 


Hurley and his wife Linda, when the 
incident occurred. 

“It was about 5:30 p.m. when we 
were feeding two of the children din- 
ner, and Jimmy stopped breathing,” 
she says. “He’s been eating baby food 
for a long time, but maybe he just ate 
too much too quickly. 

“My mom and I took him out of the 
high chair and gave him five back 
blows and a chest thrust but it didn’t 
work, and he was turning bluer by the 
second.” 

She says by that time they had 
dialed 911, so she took James into the 
front yard so an ambulance crew could 
see her. She says she continued the 
back blows and chest thrusts, but all 
she could get out of James was a raspy 
cough, and he was increasingly unre- 
sponsive. 

She saw Pattullo unloading some 
groceries, “and I knew he was a cop.”

She ran over to the officer, who per- 
formed Heimlich maneuvers on the 
baby and after a couple of tries, James 
began crying. Even then, his mother 
says, they had to keep him face down, 
“because if we picked him up, he’d stop 
breathing again.” 

“It probably took 20 or 30 seconds,” 
Pattullo says, “but it seemed a lot 
longer. That scream was a pretty good 
sound at the time.” 

Nussbaum says at the hospital, doc- 
tors said the food probably got stuck in 
the esophagus, “so it cleared a bit when 
you turned him upside down.” 

Another fortunate coincidence was 
that her husband, a North Andover 
firefighter, was in the vehicle ahead of 
the ambulance, “so everybody got to 
the hospital at the same time. 

“I just want to thank the officer,” 
Nussbaum says, “and also let people 
know that James is OK.”

it’s time to recycle 


Editor, Townsman: 

Critical information was released last week 
by the Massachusetts State Inspector General, 
Robert Cerasoli, when he reviewed the 
NESWC re-negotiated 2005 and 2015 Whee- 
labrator incinerator contract options and con- 
cluded that, "NESWC communities like 
Andover should vote against any future 
amended contracts that have agreements such 
as those discussed in the most recent negotia- 
tions" (“IG trashes NESWC contract,” Towns- 
man, Sept. 25). 

Town officials and residents need to mark 
his words well, especially given the NESWC 
response by Robert Moroney, chairman, 
NESWC Board of Directors, in a letter to the 
IG dated Sept. 23. 

Mr. Maroney's letter offers inadequate 
responses to several of the IG's major criti- 
cisms of the type of contracts being offered by 
the incinerator owners. The rebuttals he offers 
for the IG's warnings to local communities are 
not convincing. For example: 

The IG warns that a proposed management 
service incentive fee would raise a conflict-of- 
interest for NESWC Executive Director Steven 
Rothstein, whose firm would stand to gain 
financially from the signing of the contracts. 
At the same time, Mr. Rothstein is supposed to 
be advising local communities on selecting 
contracts that are in their best interest. 

Moroney says the fee is "essential" — that 
value of incentives is one issue, but he does 
not offer any justification of why establishing 
such a blatant potential for conflict of interest 
with respect to these fees is the right way to 
serve the communities — it clearly is not. 

Moroney says in his response to the IG, 
"Overall, the NESWC Board determined the 
benefits gained in the Amended Agreements 
would have overshadowed the elements given 
up." The elements given up, in my view, far 
outweigh any such benefits — for example, 
what is the benefit to Andover of having to 
bear unlimited financial liability for any envi- 
ronmental catastrophe that Wheelabrator 
incinerators might cause in the future, while 
Wheelabrator has no liability ? 

The IG indicates that cost of the retrofit ($43 
million) may not put the North Andover facili- 
ty in compliance with 1990 Clean Air Act (a 
rationale for the investment) and may dispro- 
portionately allocate costs to NESWC commu- 
nities. Yet, according to Moroney it is, "... the 
best we were able to do." Why should Andover 
not refuse to support any expenditures for an 
environmentally unsafe technology? 

While economic issues are clearly impor- 
tant, economic fears seem to have narrowed 
the focus of officials so that progressive future 
planning and human safety provisions are not 
occurring. Mr. Rothstein and the NESWC 
Board of Directors this week and in coming 
weeks will be discussing "strategic alterna- 
tives" to the contract proposals in an attempt 
to salvage a contract. Town decision-makers 
seem panicked to arrive at some solution 
quickly in order to replace the existing con- 
tract, which has obvious costs to the NESWC 
towns and other bad provisions. 

Stop. Slow down. Do not be panicked into 
bad choices that we must live with for decades. 
Residents of Andover must challenge officials 
to consider a wide range of new alternatives 
for solid waste management. The town should 
adopt a policy to work with the IG, attorney 


general and Representative Barry Finegold to 


sever current and future negotiations on bad | 


contracts and the use of incinerators. 

A local group concerned with environmen- 
tal issues, Concerned Andover Residents for 
the Environment (CARE), has asked Andover 
to establish a formal recycling committee, 


which will seriously and thoroughly analyze . 


options that will allow Andover to evolve 


away from incineration and toward extensive . 


recycling. 

Some Andover town officials say "it can't be 
done." But other communities, such as 
Amherst, Milton, Walpole, and Yarmouth are 
doing it today. These towns have similar popu- 
lations to Andover and are recycling at rates 
of more than 41 percent. 

Let us use the incinerator contract discus- 
sions going on now as an opportunity to step 
back and work to define a path that will bring 
long-term environmental and economic bene- 
fit to the town. 

Andover can have the best if we, at all lev- 
els, from selectmen to citizen, have the will to 
look forward, rather than resting with the sta- 
tus quo.

Keep Doherty field 
for the children to play 


Editor, Townsman: 

While the 16 members of the Open Space 
and Outdoor Recreation Committee, appoint- 
ed by the Board of Selectmen, were studying 
Andover’s space and recreation needs, the 


Board of Selectmen submitted a warrant arti- | 


cle for consideration at the April, 1997 Town 
Meeting, essentially proposing that the east- 
ernmost regulation softball field at Doherty 
School be converted into a building for a 
senior center. 

This is unfortunate, because after passage 
of the warrant article, the draft report of the 
1997 Open Space and Recreation Plan, part of 
Andover’s master plan, identified a shortage of 
playing fields in Andover. The report recom- 
mended 11 additional playing fields — three 
softball, three Little League, one other baseball 
and four soccer fields. This is in addition to the 
ones at Doherty as of today. 

Active consideration of one multi-purpose 
community services center is also recom- 
mended (1997 Open Space and Recreation 
Plan, page 7-14). 

With numerous possible sites for the senior 
center (“Seniors headed for PA,” Townsman, 
Oct. 2, 1997), Doherty field, buildable or not, 
should remain a playing field for the children 
of Andover. 

Furthermore, despite the promise at Town 
Meeting that only one of Doherty’s playing 
fields will be lost to the senior complex, what 
will happen in reality when a pop ball from the 
adjacent baseball field (the senior site shares a 
border with the third baseline of the Ted 
Boudreau Memorial Field) breaks a car win- 
dow or worse yet, hits an unsuspecting visitor 
to the senior center? 

With no firm site for the senior center cho- 
sen as yet, I urge the Board of Selectmen to 
take action and not ignore Andover’s master 
plan — save playing fields.

Village Liquors will have a population of 
zero for three straight days by decree of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Allegedly caught twice by police for sell- 
ing alcohol to minors during the past 16 
months, the Shawsheen Square package 
store will be closed Tuesday, Oct. 21 to 
Thursday, Oct. 23 as punishment. 

Brian Sullivan, a lawyer speaking for 
owner George Oliveira, did not deny that 
the store had twice sold to minors, on Aug. 
22, 1997 and Aug. 30, 1996. 

But both sales were made by Oliveira’s 
son, David, who no longer works at the 
store, said Sullivan, and the elder Oliveira 
has been strictly enforcing the law since the 
latest incident. Sullivan said George 
Oliveira didn’t even hear about the 1996 
incident until after police caught the second 
sale this year, he continued. 

“Tt has had a very dramatic impact on the 
way he feels about his business,” said Sulli- 
van. “There’s been many, many times 
(since) he’s refused to serve people.” 

On Aug. 22, David Oliveira was caught by 
Lt. Arthur Ricci selling alcohol to an under- 
age youth who gave him an apparently valid 
New York license. But the ID was a fake, 
and Lt. Ricci said the law requires liquor 
stores to accept only a Massachusetts 
license or ID card, a passport, or a valid mil- 
itary service card. 

“There’s no defense. I hope they know 
that,” said Ricci. “They just shouldn’t take

anything from out of state. It’s as simple as 
that.” 

In the earlier case, the clerk did not ask 
for any identification and the 20-year-old 
who received the beer said he had bought at 
Village Liquors before with a fake Califor- 
nia license. 

“I find they have not been cooperative in 
trying to work with the Andover police 
department,” said Andover Police Chief 
James Johnson. “I don’t believe they’re try- 
ing to work with us.” 

Stopping the sale of alcohol to youth has 
been an issue of concern for selectmen. Dur- 
ing the past few months, Selectmen John 
Hess has specifically questioned new man- 
agers of restaurants serving alcohol to make 
sure they are diligently checking who they 
serve. 

“I guess I’m having a little trouble here 
because I have a son who’s not old enough to 
buy but is certainly old enough to want to,” 
said Hess on Monday. 

Monday was the first time Village 
Liquors has come before the selectmen. But 
board members went above their guidelines 
of giving only a written warning on first 
offense, apparently because they felt police 
should have notified them about the 1996 
violation earlier. 

“Things are going to be pretty tight 
around here,” said Selectman Larry Larsen, 
who recommended the three-day suspen- 
sion. “People are going to lose licenses and 
have suspensions if they continue to serve.”

ly fun. 

Located in Tops- 
field abut 30 minutes 
north of Boston, the 
fair is easily reached 
on U.S. Route 1, or 
take Exit 50 off U.S. 
Route 95. 

The 1997 fair will 
run through Mon- 
day, Oct. 13, from 10 
a.m. to 10 p.m. daily. 
Admission is $6 
weekdays and $7 
weekends and 
Columbus Day. Chil- 
dren under the age of 
10, accompanied by 
an adult, are free. 
Group rates are 
available in advance. 

All entertainment 
is free with the price 
of admission.

30 percent. Over the past 70 years, the mar- 
ket’s rate of return has averaged above 10.3 
percent, according to Jeffrey A. Ferrante, 
senior financial consultant for the private 
client group of Merrill Lynch, Andover, 

The higher the return, the more your 
dollars will work for you, say the experts. 
If you have a goal of Saving one million 
dollars by age sixty-five, you will need to 
Save a specified amount every month for a 
specified number of years. If you have 20 
years to save at a rate of 10 percent a year, 
you must save more each month than if 
your return were 15 percent. 

“A couple of things get in the way of 
young people desiring to save for retire- 
ment,” said Mr. Ferrante.

“But because of compounding interest, 
saving for retirement when you're young 
makes sense,” he continued. “A twenty- 
five year-old who invests 10 percent of his 
income into a (tax-deferred) 401K plan for 
only ten years at a 10 percent average, will 
still have more money at age 65 than a thir- 
ty-five year-old who saves continuously at 
the same rate until age 65.”

Known as pension plans, to defined con- 
tribution plans such as 401K and (403B 
plans for non-profit organizations), 
where employees opt to save a percent- 
age of their income tax-deferred.

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Caring for family photos 


ld family photos are a precious 

part of your family history. 

Unfortunately, some people 

store old photos in trunks and 

boxes. They put them in attics 
or basements where they are damaged by 
heat or humidity. 

A better idea is to keep photos in your 
living area. Joseph LaBarca, senior photo- 
graphic engineer/technical associate for 
Eastman Kodak Company, says, “your pho- 
tographs like the same conditions you like. 
They don’t want to be too hot. They don’t 
want to be too damp. Keep your pho- 
tographs as comfortable as you are,” 

Usually, LaBarca says, attics and base- 
ments are not good places to store prints. 
Attics get too hot and dry. Basements get 
too damp. “Find a place in your home, like 
a closet, where the temperature and 
humidity are moderate,” LaBarca Says. 
“That’s the best place to store your pho- 
tographs.” 

You should also use archival-quality 
envelopes and boxes for storing photos. 
They use paper that is neutral pH. They 
also don’t use glues that omit harmful 
fumes. Ask your local photo retailer for 
information on archival-quality storage 
containers. 

Other tips for storing photos: 

* Avoid heating ducts and registers. 
They can overheat prints and negatives. 

* Other sources of damage to photos 
include leaky water pipes or roofs. Try to 
locate your photograph collection away 
from potential water damage. If you live in 
a flood hazard area, keep photos stored up 
off the floor and store in moisture-proof 
packaging. 


* Wait at least 6 weeks (ANSI standard 
Says 90 days) before storing photos in a 
room that has been freshly painted with 
oil-based paint. The fumes might damage 
your photos. 

* Some fire-resistant cabinets and safes 
have a type of insulation that releases 
moisture when heated. This can severely 
damage photographs. Use moisture-proof 
storage envelopes to further protect photos 
from fire. 

If you have old photos that were not 
stored properly, and have been damaged, 
consider having them restored. 

Today’s digital imaging technology 
makes photograph restoration easier and 
less expensive than ever before. Many pho- 
to retailers now have digital imaging work- 
Stations, like the Kodak Image Magic 
Enhancement Station, in their stores. With 
this equipment, photo retailers can repair 
tears and cracks and get rid of stains. They 
can increase the contrast of faded prints. 

Nora Pasono, associate marketing man- 
ager for Kodak’s Consumer Imaging digital 
products, has shown examples of photo 
restorations done with the Image Magic 
Enhancement Station to professional 
genealogists. “They’re amazed at what can 
be done,” Pasono says. “We can make heir- 
loom photos from the turn of the century 
look brand new.”

new Roth Individual Retirement Account 
(IRA) beginning in January 1998. While 
her $2000 contribution would not be 
deductible, it would grow tax deferred and 
will not be taxed upon distribution as long 
as her money remains in the account for at 
least five years. Any existing IRA’s that 
She has can be transferred into a Roth IRA 
inning in January. 

Additionally, she should maximize her 
401K plan which allows an employee to 
Save up to $9500 per year or 20 percent of 
her salary, whichever is less, according to 
Mr. Ferrante. He recommended that she 
invest in aggressive securities because she 
has time on her side to compensate for the 
Volatility of the market. 


Middle-aged couple 

A middle-aged couple with two children 
ages seven and nine are not only planning 
for retirement, but also trying to save for 
their children’s college education. What 
are their investment options if he is self. 
employed and she works part-time? 

“The first thing people want to do is 
secure for a death in the family,” said 
Charles K. Erban II, a local financial advi- 
sor in practice since 1969. “People with 
restricted cash may want to consider a 
variable life insurance (VLD plan, which is 
a mutual fund inside an insurance policy.” 

According to Mr. Erban, who has a 
weekly radio talk show on WLLH-Lowell, 
said such an investment protects from 
death while allowing money to grow in a 
tax-deferred state. 

“Your cash value could grow substan-

tially, so this option solves two needs-the 
death benefit and the Savings benefit,” he 
said. “The other feature of a VLI is that it’s 
a safety valve for borrowing against with- 
out being taxed ... It gives you the best of 
both worlds because it’s tax-deferred, it 
provides a death benefit, the growth of the 
investment does not get taxed year after 
year, and it gives flexibility with borrow- 
ing.” 

Mr. Erban also advised middle-aged 
baby-boomers to maximize the Savings in 
their 401K or 403B plans if possible. He 
called attention to the Taxpayer Relief Act 
which, beginning in 1998, will provide edu- 
cational tax credits for some college 
tuition expenses and continuing education 
costs. There is also an educational IRA 
that will allow non-deductible cash contri- 
butions of up to $500 per year for each 
child under age 18. This will] be exempt 
from gift and income taxes if used for edu- 
cation. 

Adding to Mr. Erban’s advice, Mr. Fer- 
rante suggested that the couple saves as 
much money as possible and invests it 
aggressively. Since the husband is self- 
employed, he does not have the benefit of a 
401K or 403B retirement Saving plan to 
help him save. He can however, establish a 
simplified employment plan (SEP) 
designed for employers of 25 or less people, 
or a Keough, a tax-deferred retirement 
plan for self-empioyed consultants or free- 
lancers. Both spouses can continue to fund 
separate IRAs. The wife can also save 
through a 401K plan if her company pro- 
vides one.

Retiring couple 

A sixty-year-old couple nearing retire- 
ment is beginning to make significant 
lifestyle changes. What should they do in 
preparation? If they live in a state that 
charges income tax, they may move to one 
that doesn’t, such as Florida or New 
Hampshire, to avoid paying taxes on 
investment income. If their children are 
fully grown, they may sell their home to 
avoid paying property taxes toward a pub- 
lic school system they no longer use. With 
the new Tax Relief Act they are entitled to 
@ $250,000 tax exclusion on the sale. They 
may also want to defer minimum required 
distributions on their investments until 
age 70 1/2 at which time they must begin 
systematic redemptions in order to avoid a 
fifty percent IRS penalty. If they wait to 
take the distributions, the funds will have 
another ten years to appreciate in value. 

“Let’s say the husband has worked for 
27 years in a large corporation and he has 
$500,000 in a 401K plan, and will continue 
to make $100,000 a year until his retire-

ment,” Mr. Ferrante speculated. “They 
would need to focus on their asset alloca- 
tion by taking the money out of the stock 
market and into investments with less 
volatility, such as treasury bonds and 
coupon bonds. 

“The reality is that this couple could 
spend 30 years in retirement and they 
need to secure their spending needs. Gen- 
erally people do less and spend less as they 
get older, but they still need long-term 
care protection and enough money to pro- 
vide for the possibilities of a long life.” 

Planning for retirement is an ongoing 
life challenge that is best accomplished by 
Systematic investing into tax-deferred 
plans. It cannot be generalized according 
to specific age groups, but younger people 
have more time to reach their goals. 

“You have to look at lifestyle, goals, 
desires, what type of risk someone wants 
to take, and what he wants his assets to do 
for him,” said Mr. Ferrante. 

Regardless of goals, Mr. Ferrante 
stressed that no one’s investment strategy 
should be so aggressive that she should 
lose a night’s sleep over it.
